No  other  dahlia  of  its  color, 
which  might  be  described  as  cherry  red  with  golden  bronze 
suffusion.  A companion  to  King  of  Autumn  as  to  cutting  and 
keeping  finalities.  Has  straight  long  stems  carrying  flowers 

above  the  plant.  1-00 

CORONA.  (D)  “The  Carnation  Dahlia.”  A small  white  dahlia 
that  is  very  valuable  for  decorative  and  florist’s  work.  Keeps

COLOSSAL  PEACE.  (Hy-C)  A massive  dahlia  of  the  Kalif  form 
and  size.  A beautiful  soft  light  pink  with  lighter  center.

Distinct  in  form  and  color 50 

lAIMENSE.  (D)  Very  large  white  flowers  entirely  streaked  and 

shaded  crimson-lake.  40 

JOHANNESEERG.  (C)  One  of  the  best.  Petals  very  long,  slim 

and  straight.  Free  bloomer.  Yellowish  coppery  shades 50 

LA  TONA.  (P-D)  Holland  dahlia.  Last  summer  La  Tona  with- 
stood the  wind  and  light  frost  better  than  any  other  dahlia. 
Color  creamy-yellow  with  buff  and  amber  shades.  Very  ar- 
tistic, and  fine  for  cutting  and  decorative  work.  Is  a very  fine 
keeper.  Stems  very  long,  sstiff  and  straight.  A free  bloom- 
er.

GRAND  LELAS.  (P)  To  those  who  have  grown  “Glory  of  Nij- 
kirk”  will  say  that  this  is  a mammoth,  glorified  Nijkirk.
